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DETAILED ACTION 

Supplemental Action and Notice of Restart of Time for Reply 

This supplemental action is sent in response to the Applicant's notification on 10 
March 2009 of an inaccurate listing of claims in the "Disposition of Claims" section of the 
Office Action Summary (Form PTO-326.) A corrected Office Action Summary is issued 
in response to this notification. The content of the previous Office Action has been 
reviewed as correct, and is reproduced below. 

Furthermore, in accordance with MPEP § 710.06, because the Applicant notified 
the Office of the inaccuracy within one month of the mail date of original Office Action, 
the reply date is henceforth restarted from the mailing of this supplemental action. 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under POT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single Invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I: Claim(s) 1-4, drawn to an imaging device having an image input section 
comprising an imaging unit with a primary and complementary color separation section 
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and a signal processing unit that performs matrix calculations of the separated 
primary/complementary colors. This invention is drawn to class 348, subclasses 266, 
267, 268. 

Group II: claim(s) 5-7, drawn to an image sensor comprising a color filter containing 
a hybrid primary/complementary color scheme laid in an alternating high-low luminance 
pattern. This invention is drawn to class 348, subclasses 272, 273, 277, 278, and 281 . 

The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

While Group I and II are related in that they can easily be used in conjunction 
with one another (subcombinations usable together,) the special technical features of 
the two groups are different - both lacking overlap in scope and lacking as obvious 
variants. 

Group I relates to an imaging device with a color separation and processing 
section, while Group II relates to an image sensor that detects an image based on a five 
color system (RGBYC). 

As such, the two groups both have separate utility from one another. For 
example, the invention of Group I is useful for any hybrid color system, as the 
separation of colors is useful in individual pixel processing or interpolation. Similarly,

Group II is useful for any system requiring a greater color scale and intensity 
measurement than a simple RGB system can create. 

As such, both the imaging device and the image sensor have separate utility 
from one another, and, therefore, lack any corresponding special technical feature in 
order to define invention unity. 

A telephone call was made to Atty. Bradley Lytle on 04 February 2009 to request 
an oral election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election 
being made. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
